Fractional  Currency  Counterfeits 

by 

William  Brandimore 

With  the  advent  of  paper  money  in  circulation 
in  the  U.S.,  counterfeiting  was  not  far  behind. 
Coin  counterfeits  had  always  been  with  us,  and 
ironically,  some  experts  thought  that  perhaps  paper 
currency  would  not  be  as  easily  counterfeited  as 
coins . 

One  of  the  reasons  there  are  so  many  issues  of 
Fractional  currency  is  the  fact  that  they  were  so 
readily  counterfeited. 

Counterfeits  of  the  first  issue  are  relatively 
common.  Particularly  the  fifty  cent  variety ...  and 
don't  forget,  a fifty  cent  note  would  buy  a steak 
dinner  in  Washington  during  the  Civil  War,  if 
you're  looking  for  a motive.  I have  never  seen  a 
five  cent  first  issue  counterfeit,  although  I hear 
there's  one  in  an  FCCB  member's  collection.  The 
ten  center  is  quite  common  and  was  a "hoard'  note 
at  one  time.  Twenty-five  centers  are  scarce,  but 
fifty  centers,  as  I mentioned,  are  quite 
common. . .note  the  lack  of  quality  control  apparent 
on  the  different  expressions  on  the  five  faces  of 
Washington.  Many  of  the  counterfeits  are  quite 
crude.  They  were  meant  to  be  passed  in  a dingy 
crowded  barroom  and  no  doubt  that  happened 
frequently . 

I have  only  seen  fifty  cent  counterfeits  on 
the  Second  Issue,  and  they  vary  greatly  in  quality. 
A pretty  nice  piece  of  art  work  on  a second  issue 
fifty  center  is  shown  here  with  a lower  grade 
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example  for  contrast.  Note  the  big  difference  in 
engraving  quality.  There  seems  to  be  a large  number 
of  varieties  of  this  denomination.  Bronzing  and 
surcharges  didn't  slow  anyone  down,  even  though 
that  was  their  stated  purpose. 

Third  issue  notes  that  I have  observed  include 
the  twenty  five  cent  green  back  (very  common)  as 
well  as  the  Type  1 and  2 Spinners,  with  the  type  2 
Spinner  being  extremely  rare;  and  the  Justice  note, 
ala  our  cover. 

Fourth  issue  fifty  centers  are  around  in 
fairly  large  numbers,  especially  the  Stanton  and 
Dexter,  with  Lincoln  being  relatively  scarce.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  the  counterfeit  artist 
actually  makes  Lincoln  a little  better  looking  than 
the  Treasury  employee. 

I would  fearlessly  predict  that  if  you  looked 
through  a large  grouping  of  well  circulated  4th 
issue  notes  you  would  find  a Stanton  or  Dexter. . .or 
both.  They  are  easy  to  miss  in  heavily  circulated 
condition.  Note  the  black  rings  around  Stanton's 
eyes... and  the  nose  on  Dexter.  Dexter's  nose 
wasn't  pretty  to  begin  with,  but  it  suffered  under 
the  counterfeiter's  handy  work. 

I have  never  personally  observed  any  fifth 
issue  counterfeits,  but  would  not  be  surprised  if 
there  were  some  illegal  Crawford's  creeping  around 
somewhere . 

It  is  my  understanding  that  counterfeits  are 
illegal  to  possess  and  I know  from  personal 
knowledge  that  the  Secret  Service  takes  their 
responsibilities  very  seriously.  Illustrations  for 
this  article  were  secured  from  photocopies  of  what 
anonymous  donors  indicated  to  me  were  the  "real' 
thing . 

I had  to  meet  a man  dressed  in  dark  clothes  in 
a parking  garage  at  midnight. . .he  had  his  collar  up 
around  his  face  so  I wouldn't  recognize  him... 'for 
my  own  protection, ' he  said.
